Oreeoe  as  It  was  when  Ooostan- 
tlae  was  first  driven  from  the  throne 
and  the  power  given  to  Venezelos 
was  piclured,  the  picture  throwing 
Into  relief  the  fine  spirit  of  the  man 
who  freed  the  country  from  Turkish 
oontroL  TbtJ,  control  meant  "da- 
vastatlns  destruction."  Venezeloe 
was  a  native  of  Crete,  at  that  time 
under  Turkish  rule.  Himself  a  mag- 
aUUcent  revolver  shot  and  a  man 
of  Iron  nerve,  he  poesessed  the  re- 
quirements needed  at  ttiat  tlnM  to 
come  to  the  front. 

Hie  speaker  rehearsed  the  tmp' 
penlngs  which  gave  the  present 
President  of  Oreeoe  his  first  oppor- 
tuattiss  for  Isadarshlp.  In  dolnc  so, 
a  tMrtaf  gllmpsa  of  ttis  Intsmatlonal 
enmity  exist^c  between  the  so- 
called  Christian  nations  of  Bulgaria. 
MonteneRro  and  Rumania,  "who 
hated  one  another  even  more  bit- 
terly than  they  hated  the  Turk.s," 
was  given  to  indicate  what  a  "seeth- 
ing mass  of  bloodshed  and  disorder" 
the  Ballians  were  at  that  time. 
Veneasloa  sat  hlaasslf  tha  task  of 
uniting  tiiess  peoples  fbr  the  pur- 
pose of  drtvlag  the  Tmlcs  out  of 
Europe,  and  this  would  have  hap- 
pened at  that  time  but  for  the  inter- 
vention of  the  Allies.  Serbia  nearly 
doubled  her  territory  and  united 
with  Montenegro,  but  Bulgaria,  be- 
ing with  the  Central  Powers,  "got 
BOtliUig  for  her  trauble." 

THE  GREAT  WAR 

Tlic  iiiimrdiate  events  leading  to 
tliip  proiipitatlon  of  the  Ciroiit  War 
were  recalled.

But  when  the  disaster  had 
passed,  the  Qreek.s  realised  the  folly 
of  bringing  back  the  kmg  and  re- 
called Venezelos,  who  from  then 
until  the  present  time  has  fOBialped 
the  chief  man  In  Oreece. 

KINO  or  ALBANIA

'Albania  is  probably  the  least 
known  and  most  picturesque  coun- 
try in  Europe,  probably  at  the  same 
place  as  the  Highlands  of  Scotland 
before  Prince  Charlie's  rsbaOlcn  in 
1745,"  It  was  noted.  Albania  was 
also  part  of  the  Turkish  dominion, 
and  up  to  just  before  the  Balkan 
War  had  neither  roads  nor  rail- 
ways, books  nor  ho.spltals,  or  any 
other  semblance  of  modern  civiliza- 
tion It  wa.s  not  to  be  wondered  at 
that  the  Albanians  rejoiced  In  their 
restoration  to  freedom  after  five 
hundred  years  under  the  Turks,  and 
this  was  egealad  largrty  through  the 

their  king,  a  position  to  which  he 
has  evolved  through  the  channels  of 
minister  of  war  and  then  president 
of  the  country 

Tlie  mediaeval  .state  of  Albania 
was  pictured  through  its  "blood 
feuds'  and  the  position  of  Its 
women,  the  latter,  if  unwilling  to 
accept  the  husbands  chosen  for 
them  by  their  families,  being  forced 
to  pledged  qjinsterhood  and  having 
to  wear  men's  clothes,  bear  arms 
and  work  Just  like  a  man,  although 
Albanian  men  were  the  laziejit  men 
In  the  world  that  was  a  sinecure. 

The  population  of  Albania  is  only 
800,000,  but  the  country  has  peculiar 
Importance  on  account  of  the  stra- 
tegic position  which  is  otmiptss  on 
the  Adriatic.  Italy  had  onoe  auule 
it  clear  that  if  Jugoslavia  tavaded 
Albania  she  would  declare  war. 

POSmON  INUECLRE 

The  King  of  Albania's  position 
was  so  msecure  and  assassination 
so  feared  that  whan  he  went  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  tha  ooii> 
stltutlon,  the  streets  were  cleared 
ol  .spectators  and  no  one  was  al- 
lowed to  watch  through  the  win- 
dows. 

Jugoslavia's  history  was  reviewed 
from  the  time  of  the  assassination 
at  Sarajevo  to  the  present  time. 
When  the  Serbian  Government 
realised  that  everything  was  kMtt,  it 
sent  out  a  proclamation  to  the 
people  to  go.  The  only  way  to  go 
was  over  the  mountains  to  Albania 
to  tha  ssa.    A  vMd  but  terrible

The  point  In  connection  with  the  Duff  Com- 
mlHhm'i  report  to  whleh  mott  aerlous  objection 
Ixas  been  taken  Is  that  which  provides  for  an 
arbitral  tribunal  in  caae  of  diaagreement  between 
the  two  nUlway  eowpaniaa  Hie  Canadian  Paciflc 
Railway  Company  doai  not  see.  and  very  legiti- 
mately, why  the  prhrately-owned  corporation 
should  be  bromht  under  the  authority  of  a  Oov- 
ornni'^nL  tribunal  In  the  appointment  of  which 
It  would  have  no  part.  It  U  a  matter  of  simple 
etonerales  that  In  this  partlevlar  It  abould  be 
COMlderlnR  the  interests  of  It*  Invest or.s. 

The  arbitral  commlaaion,  prorlslon  for  which 
if  Incorporated  In  the  letrMatlon  now  before  the 
Senate,  Is  for  a  body  with  mandatory  powers  over 
both  railways  in  case  of  disagreement  between 
the  two  managements  in  regard  to  suggested 
economies  or  exn  'ndituK  .s  It  is  ronceivable  that 
findings  of  such  an  arbitral  commission  would 
entail  losses  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company.  The  Government  of 
CSanada  may  undoubtedly  do  what  it  likes  with 
the  Canadian  National  Railways,  which  is  a 
publicly-owned  instltutlfm.  The  C.P.R.,  however. 
Is  owned  by  private  shareholders,  a  great  pro- 
portion of  whom  live  In  Oreat  Britain.  Europe 
-and  the  United  States.  Canada^  intemational 
credit  can  be  adversely  affected  by  any  discrim- 
inative treatment  accorded  to  the  privately- 
owned  railway,  and  such  dl.scriminatlon  Is  con- 
ceivable as  the  result  of  operations  of  an  arbitral 
tribunal  with  mandatory  pov/ers. 

It  Is  obvious  on  the  face  of  It  that  any  arbi- 
tral tribunal  should  not  have  mandatory  powers. 
There  is  no  doubt  now  of  the  desire  of  the  two 
transcontlnentals  to  eo-operate  in  every  possible 
way  They  are  prepared  to  (llsfii.ss  in  the  friend- 
liest spirit  the  necessity  fur  ilie  abandonment  of 
needless  Unes  and  services  where  there  are  dupll- 
cations.  Mr.  E  W.  Beatty  believes  that  every- 
thing that  Is  needed  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
putting  Into  efTeet  all  necessary  aeonomles  with* 
out  the  dictatorship  of  a  Government-created 
tribunal.  Mandatory  legislation  which  would 
apply  the  same  thumscrew  to  both  private  and 
publir  intne.sts  could  result  in  very  harmful  con- 
sequences. Before  the  present  Bill  is  passed  It 
would  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  trvst  to  a  greater 
degree  (1  harmonious  relatkmshlipS  which  now 
prevail  between  the  two  transconthMnuls  with- 
out attempt  to  sublert  them.  In  th^  rase  of  what 
might  be  very  leRltimale  disagreements,  to 
despotic  pressure.  An  arbitral  tribunal  such  as 
Is  proposed  could  easily  have  very  unhappy  re- 
.sults  and  of  a  character  which  WOUld  adVtltely 
affect  the  country's  credit. 


Britain  presumably  will  make  a  new  trade 
arrangement  with  Soviet  Russia  when  the  pres- 
ent treaty  that  has  now  been  denounced  expires. 
It  may  be  au  imwise  procedure  and  may  lead  to 
eerUIn  eooBoaU<  trlstlon,  bat  there  are  interests 

In  Britain  that  eonslder  it  l.s  deslrabU-  to  trade 
With  Russia  under  whatever  circumstances.  At 
present,  by  her  agreenent,  Britain  Unanees  a 

vifal  part  of  the  Soviet  Import  trade.  In  other 
words,  Soviet  orders  placed  in  Britain  are 
financed  through  the  Export  Credits  Ohiarantee 
Department,  and  orders  placed  by  the  Soviet  In 
Germany  and  the  United  States  are  financed  out 
of  the  funds  that  are  accumulated  from  the  sales 
of  Soviet  goods  In  Britain. 

The  whole  procedure  Is,  as  Mr.  A.  V.  Balkalofif 
has  described  It,  "Illogical,  unnatural  and  entirely 
unbusinesslike. '  In  effect  Britain,  for  trade  pur- 
poses, has  been  used  as  a  catspaw  by  the  Soviet 
Uuvernment.  Britain  allowed  Russia  to  dump  her 
goods,  and  probably  the  only  reason  the  one- 
sided arrangement  has  persisted  as  long  as  it  has 
Is  because  It  was  one  negotiated  by  Mr.  Ramsay 
MacDonald,  who  still  remains  Prime  Minister.  It 
Ls  certain  If  there  l.s  to  be  a  new  arrangement  It 
will  be  on  a  business-liiie  basis,  and  Soviet  dump- 
ing, so  far  as  Britain  Is  concerned,  will  became  a 
thing  of  the  past  Thnt  Is  necessary  if  the  Halls- 
ham  formula  decreed  at  the  late  Imperial  Con- 
ference is  to  be  made  effective. 


Mr.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  Is  only  the  third 
Democrat  to  be  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the 
United  States  since  the  Civil  War  ended  nearly 
seventy  years  ago.  The  Democrats  thus  have 
had  a  lengthy  period  of  crying  In  the  wilderness.

Britain  Is  steadily  forging  ahead  in  the  estab- 
llshnunt  of  commercial  aerial  routes  and  has 
Indeed  become  the  leading  nation  in  this  process 
of  development.  Recently  there  has  been  an 
extension  of  the  air  mall  route  through  Africa 
from  the  Oreat  Lakes  to  Capetown,  a  service 
that  saves  six  days  as  compared  with  surface 
tnXUfKXi  from  London  to  the  Cape.  Improve- 
ments are  being  effected  which  will  make  the 
saving  eight  days.  By  this  service  some  14,000 
totters  are  carried  daily  to  London,  and  12,000 
leave  London  each  day  for  Africa.  This  Is  one 
instance  of  long-distant  development.  It  Is  an- 
ticipated that  within  a  short  time  the  airplane 
way  will  super.sede  all  others  for  expre.ss  delivery 
in  communication  between  England  and  India 
Ukd  Africa,  and  possibly  as  far  aftokl  as  Aus- 
tokUa. 

'  What  is  being  aimed  at  is  the  completion  of 
Imperial  routes,  and  this  plan  will  receive  a 
fllllp  through  the  negotiation  of  the  series  of 
Inq^erlal  Trade  Treaties.  Aerial  development 
was  discussed  during  the  Ottawa  conference. 

Doubtless  the  decision  reached  was  that  each 
Dominion  should  proceed  on  its  present  lines  of 
dsivelopment  with  the  ultimate  hope  of  linking 
up  .servlees<  Australia  ha.s  !iow  regular  air 
routes  Strang  around  three-quarters  of  the  coast 
line,  and  many  operating  Intend  to  the  farming

In  thus  matter  we  are  writing 
from  experience,  for  a  night  or  two 
ago  two  girls  who  are  nearing  the 
age  of  adolescence  asked  that  as  a 
privilege  they  might  have  the  use 
of  our  own  radio  for  a  couple  of 
hours.

In  British  Columbia  we  have  not 
ypt  arrived  at  the  Klage  when  we 
feed  our.selves,  except  in  the  case  of 
fish  and  fruit,  and  In  the  latter  in- 
stance the  large  liquor  importatlbn 
ean  be  cut  down  If  we  made  more 
good  wine  in  British  Columbia  and 
consumed  the  home  product. 

The  foregoing  facts  must  be  taken 
Into  consideration  when  outlining  a 
sound  policy  for  permaiu  ni  ad- 
vancement of  farming  in  the  Frascr 
Valley,  and  such  policy  to  be  suc- 
cessful must  give  equal  opportunity 
to  everyone  engaged  In  the  work 
with  due  regard  to  location.  Invest- 
ment and  quality  of  product. 

On  account  of  expensive  artificial 
attraction  to  the  citv  fluid  market 
a  situation  ha.s  ari.vn  winch  can 
only  be  corrected  by  honestly  facing 
the  facts.

Many  Matters  Pertaining  to 
Industry  Were  Discussed 
at  Gathering* 

VANCOUVER.  Nov.  25  (CP).- 
Sugge.sted  amcndmrnt.s  to  Ihr  ft.sli- 
Ing  regulation.s  WTie  disrti>srd  at  a 
meeting  of  fl.sherinpn  witli  W  a!' 
Pound,  deputy  minister  of  fish- 
eries, this  afternoon. 

Opposition  was  expressed  to  sug- 
gesttd  reduction  in  numbers  of 
Japanese  fishermen.  L.  N.  Rudolph, 
representing  the  Amalgamated  Fish- 
ermen's A'^.scviaf ion,  quoted  figures 
showlnK  thill  In  tiic  pa.st  ffw  years 
the  ratio  of  Jaiiane.sp  and  white 
fl.shcrmcn  ha.s  been  .seven  to  one.  He 
expre.s.sed  the  opinion  that  there 
should  be  no  change  in  the  dtuatlon. 

Proposals  that  the  embargo  on 
export  of  raw  sockeye  salmon  be 
permanently  lifted  on  July  1.  IMS, 
met  with  the  p.ithering's  approval. 
FOOD  FOR  INDIANS 
To  eliminate  necessity  of  issuing 
permits  to  Indians  to  fish  creeks,  it 
was  suggested  that  a  eelne  boat,  or 
hoa'  .  be  chartered  by  the  flshprle.s 
depajtment  to  catch  salmon  and 
di.stribute  them  to  the  nalive.s  for 
food.  Mr.  Found  exiilamed  tlia;  thLs 
ni.Ttter  lalls  under  Jun.sdirtion  of  tlie 
Department  of  Indian  AfTairs  ile 
said,  however,  that  that  deii.i:  tim  at 
had  made  several  successful  experi- 
ments in  that  direction. 

It  was  agreed  that  four  or  five 
days'  notice  should  be  given  when 
dosing  a  fishing  district.  Three 
days'  notice  is  at  present  allowed 
by  the  regulation.s. 

Another  .sugge.Uion  thai  the  cap 
tain  of  a  .seine  boal  .should  bo  made 
responsible  for  quallllcatlons  of  all 
tho.se  employed  on  his  vessel,  found 
Uttle  favor  with  the  meeting. 
ONUS  ON  CAPTAIN 
"It  would  mean  that  a  captain 
Mftii.s  would  have  to  .se?  that  all  on  board 
were  Brlli.sh  .subjects,"  Mr.  FOUnd 
said.    "This  would  place  a  grave 
onus  on  him.    I  would  ask  that 
captains  be  asked  to  extend  their 
fullest  co-operation  to  the  depart- 
ment in  thLs  matter  " 

Propasals  that  "the  departnient 
confine  Its  control  of  n.sliini;  to 
.specifying  when  and  where  fl.^hlng 
operations  may  be  conducted  and 
not  directing  what  variety  of  gear 
may  be  used,"  proved  popular.
